1. INDOCHINA 

PRES FORD DELIVERS SPEECH AT NOTRE DAME TODAY, DESCRIBED 
AS MAJOR ADDRESS ON US ROLE IN WORLD AFFAIRS. SPEECH 
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COINCIDES, UPI OBSERVES, WITH NEW WH EFFORTS TO PERSUADE 
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CONGRESS APPROVE EMERGENCY GKR MIL AID. THERE REPORTEDLY 
ARE STRON GINDIC ATION S ADMIN NOW WILLING SETTLE FOR FAR 
LESS THAN 222 MILLION DOLS (NYDN). 

REPORTING TO PRES AS ONE MEMBER OF CODEL THAT RECENTLY 
VISITED INDOCHINA, REP MCCLOSKEY PREDICTS CAMBODIA WILL 
FALL WITHIN MONTHS, AND SVN WITHIN THREE YEARS IF US 
SUPPORT DECLINES FURTHER. ADDED THAT EVEN WITH US AID 
CONTINUING, SEEMS LIKELY "TOUGH. RIGIDLY DISCIPLINED" 

NVN CADRES EVENTUALLY WILL PREVAIL OVER "TYPE OF SEMI- 
DEMOCRATIC" GOVTS "WE HAVE TRIED TO INSTALL" IN SVN, 

CAMBODIA. REP RHODES, ON CBS-TV'S "FACE THE NATION" 

SUNDAY, SAW PROSPECTS EXTREMELY SLIM FOR ADDITIONAL 
INDOCHINA AID, IN VIEW OF HOUSE DEM CAUCUS 189-49 VOTE 
LAST WEEK OPPOSING EXTRA FUNDS. SEN BUMPERS, ON NBC-TV'S 
"MEET THE PRESS" SUNDAY, VOICED DOUBTS CAMBODIA HAS "ANY 

STRATEGIC VALUE" TO US, FAVORED DISCONTINUING AID, SAYING: 

"I DON'T SEE HOW THERE COULD BE A MUCH WORSE BLOODBATH 
THAN WHAT'S GOING ON RIGHT NOW." SEN SYMINGTON, ON ABC- 
TV’S'TSSUES AND ANSWERS" SUNDAY, ASSERTED US HAS NO 
COMMITMENTS TO SVN OR CAMBODIA AND NEITHER IS IN ANY WAY 
ESSENTIAL TO US SECURITY. ADDED THAT AMEMBASSY PP HAS 
DIRECTED SECRET AIR STRIKES THERE "WITHIN THE LAST YEAR," 

WHICH ACTION HE TERMED DECEITFUL AND IN VIOLATION OF PARIS 
ACCORDS (RICH, WP). 

NYT’S FINNEY INTERVIEWED MANSFIELD SATURDAY, SEN VOICED 
DEEP CONCERN OVER "AGONY OF CAMBODIA," IN PERSONAL, 

POLITICAL SENSE. SAID WE ARE WITNESSING BEGINNING 
OF END OF ERA, WHICH WILL SEE SHIFT AWAY FROM ASIAN 
MAINLAND AND CONCENTRATION OF SORTS IN PACIFIC ISLANDS - 
MARKING "GEOPOLITICAL TRUISM" THAT US IS NOT ASIAN 
POWER, BUT PACIFIC POWER. MANSFIELD SAID US SHOULD 
ATTEMPT DEAL DIRECTLY WITH SIHANOUK TO SETTLE CAMBODIAN 
WAR, BUT SEEMED TO RULE HIMSELF OUT AS MAN TO MEET 
PRINCE. FINNEY, HOWEVER, FOUND IN MANSFIELD STATEMENTS 
HINT THAT IF PRESSED BY PRES, SEN MIGHT VISIT SIHANOUK. 

CSM'S STROUT SAYS MANSFIELD'S "INJECTION OF HIMSELF" 

INTO CAMBODIAN PEACE DEBATE IS UNEXPECTED AND HAS ATTRACTED 
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WIDE ATTENTION AMONG COLLEAGUES. BUT CAPITAL'S VIEW IS 
THAT ONLY EXTREME URGENCY WOULD ATTRACT SUPPORT FOR 
MANSFIELD-SIHANOUK MEETING. WHICH SEEMS TO FIND LITTLE 
FAVOR IN ADMIN. 

GWERTZMAN (NYT), WITH HAK IN JERUSALEM, REPORTS SECRETARY 
SEVERAL NIGHTS AGO EN ROUTE TO ASWAN CHATTED WITH 
NEWSMEN, SEEMED EVEN FASCINATED BY SPECULATION ABOUT 
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SUCCESSOR. GAINED IMPRESSION HAK PREPARING HIMSELF FOR 
FACT HIS TIME RUNNING OUT AS SECSTATE. HE APPEARED RELAXED, 
REACTED MORE CALMLY TO INDOCHINA BAD NEWS THAN MANY 
WOULD HAVE THOUGHT LIKELY. AT SEVERAL STOPS. DIPLOMATS 
HAVE ASKED MEMBERS OF KISSINGER PARTY WHETHER HE WILL 
CUT TRIP SHORT. RETURN TO US BECAUSE OF GKR'S DESPERATE 
SITUATION. SAYS HAK ACTED SURPRISED AT SUCH QUESTIONS. 

"WHAT MORE CAN I DO?,” HAS BEEN HIS USUSAL RESPONSE; 

"FATE OF CAMBODIA IS IN OTHERS' HANDS." 

WP S GREENWAY NOTES FRANCE IS CLOSING PP EMBASSY ON ONLY 
TWO DAYS' NOTICE, WITH FRENCH MIL PLANES ARRIVING MAR 17 
TO EVACUATE STAFF. FRENCH FLIGHT HAS SPECIAL MEANING 
FOR CAMBODIANS, SINCE MOST GKR OFFICIALS HAVE EITHER 
STUDIED IN FRANCE OR ONCE WERE MEMBERS OF FRENCH COLONIAL 
SERVICE. GOF KNOWN TO BELIEVE ONLY QUESTION OF TIME 
BEFORE INSURGENTS TAKE POWER, AND EMBASSY CLOSING NOT 

SIMPLY TEMPORARY MATTER. POST HAS BEEN DOWNGRADED TO 
CONSULATE, AND CONSUL WTLI.BF. LEFT BEHIND. BUT NO ONE 
COULD SAY WHY EMBASSY BEING CLOSED AT SUCH SHORT NOTICE. 
SOME CAMBODIANS PREDICTING IT MEANS FRENCH MAY SWITCH 
DIPLOMATIC RECOGNITION TO SIHANOUK GOVT. YET, WHILE 
ARRANGEMENTS WILL BE MADE TO TAKE FRENCH CITIZENS OUT, 
MAJORITY WILL PROBABLY STAY, ACCORDING FRENCH EMBASSY 
SOURCES. 

MANCHESTER GUARDIAN'S WOOLLACOTT (IN WP) SAYS AS PP EVENTS 
MOVE INEXORABLY TO CONCLUSION, MANY IN CAPITAL FEAR FOR 
THEIR LIVES AT HANDS OF INSURGENTS, OR SEE DISMAL FUTURE 
BEFORE THEM UNDER REGIME THAT WILL INEVITABLY BE PREJUDICED 
AGAINST THEM AND THEIR CHILDREN. THIS ANXIETY STRONGEST 
AMONG THOSE OF HIGH RANK AND CLOSE CONNECTIONS WITH 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AMERICANS, BUT WEAK OR NON-EXISTENT AMONG ORDINARY PEOPLE; 
IS COMPOUNDED BY FEAR OF KHMER ROUGE, WHO ARE ALMOST AS 
MUCH MYSTERY TO MANY CAMBODIANS ON GOVT SIDE AS TO 
WESTERNERS. PEOPLE SWING FROM EXPECTATION THEY WILL BE 
WELL-TREATED TO NIGHTMARISH VISIONS OF EXECUTION AND 
TORTURE. QUOTES SOSTHENE FERNANDEZ THAT BLOODBATH THEORY 
"60 PERCENT CORRECT." GEN PLANNING LEAVING PP SOON AS 
PASSPORT READY TO TAKE DIABETES TREATMENT IN PARIS. MOST 
JUNIOR/MIDDLE-LEVEL GOVT OFFICIALS ARE NOT GREATLY
